HYNDMAN, April 3. 


The most disastrous fire in the his- 


tory of Hyndman occurred on Tuesday 
morning at 1 o'clock, when the huge 
three-story frame furniture factory ol 
the Hyndman Lumber and Manufactur- 
ing company,with its immense stock of 
finished lumber, furniture and valu- 
able machinery, was totally destroyed. 


The fire started in the finishing de- 


partment on the second story far away 
from the engine room and was most 
likely caused by spontaneous combus- 
tion. 


The flames were first seen by William 


Mellott, the night watchman at the 
factory, who was making one of his 
regular trips abDut the premises. Mr. 
Mellott promptly sounded an alarm by 
blowing the big whistle and then used 
all available means to prevent the 
spread of the flames. A large crowd 
soon arrived on the scene; the borough 
iire apparatus was speedily procured 
and as there was an abundant supply 
of water on the premises the employ- 
:es of the concern under the direction 
of their foreman, W. H. Reinhardt.and 
Superintendent John W. Madore, of 
the Hyndman Water company, soon 
lad several large streams playing on 
the fiery element. After working like 
heroes for twenty minutes the fire- 
fighters, were encouraged to think that 
their eit'orts would be successful and a 
large portion of the building and con- 
tents saved; but just at this juncture 
the hose burst in several places, caus- 
ng a decrease in the water supply for 
about five minutes, during which time 
the fate of the immense building was 
sealed. 


After this the men directed their at- 


tention to the large dry kilns, office 
and lumber piles, all of which were 
aved after a hard fight of several 
lours. 
The fire was a magnificent 


ight, lighting up the country for 
miles around and being clearly seen at 
Sand Patch, twenty miles west of the 
oivn. 
The firm employed fifty-three men, 


and being rushed with orders, the 
ilaut was operated to its full capacity. 
t has not been decided whether the 
istablishment will be rebuilt. 
The loss is approximately estimated 


»tS30,000. Insurance, $24,000.

WHY A RECEIVER 


Vas Appoiuted For the Baltimore B. & li. 


Association, 


The following explanation for the 
ppointment of a receiver for the Bal- 
imore Building and Loan association, 
s announced in these col umns last 
veek, is ottered by F. 0. Slinguff, of 
Baltimore, general counsel for the as- 
ociation: 
"A few days ago the court of ap- 


3eals of this state handed down an 


ian in the ease of White vs. the 


Jaltimore Building & Loan assoeia- 
lon, deciding that 
the premium 


vhich the borrowing stockholders 
agreed to pay was usurious and could 
not be collected by the association. 
As the whole scheme of the associa- 
lon was based on advances to its 
.hareholders for premiums agreed to 
oe paid, tuis decision destroyed the 
assdts to such an extent as to make 
he association insolvent and unable 
to carry out the objects and purposes 
of its incorporation. A bill was filed 
>y some of the shareholders in the 
circuit court of the United States in 
Baltimore, alleging that the decision 
of the court of appeals had reduced 
the assets of the association to the 
point of insolvency, and asking for 
the appointment of a receiver to wind 
up its affairs. 


"The board of directors having found 


the appointment of a receiver inevita- 
ble.thought itbestforthe interestof all 
the shareholders to agree to this ap- 
oointment at once, instead of entering 
upon a litigation which could only re- 
;ult in the wasting of assets, and con- 
sented to the appointment of Bird M. 
Robinson. Judge Morris, who presid- 
ed over the court when the bill was 
Sled, took this view of the case and 
nad appointed Mr. Eobinson the re- 
ceiver, and he his given a 5100,000 
bond and entered in the discharge of 
his duties. Under an order passed by 
Judge Morris all of the shareholders, 
including the borrowers, will have to 
file their claims for adjustment with 
the association in the United States 
court of Baltimore.'1

In Procuring It—The Value of Book!—An 


Important Movement—What One 


Citizen Is Willing To Give. 


EDITOR GAZETTE:—I do not think 


that there is any more honorable or 
praiseworthy 
act (outside of 
the 


church) than to bring 
before the 


public the wants of a community. 
What we want, and what we need, is 
a. public library. What should prevent 
anyone, male or female, old and young, 
from giving a helping hand to make 
such an undertaking a snccess ? True, 
like everything else, there are those 
who, for certain reasons of their own, 
will oppose it, but their number is 
very small. 


There are in the town hundreds of 


volumes and interesting papers that no 
doubt would be a great benefit to some 
one, if they, had the privilege to read 
their pages. These are stowed away 
in neglected closets and lofts, and are 
of no intrinsic value to the owners. 
Who would refuse to give, at least a 
portion, of their often read volumes 
to start such an institution as a public 
library ? We have no Carnegies, nor 
have we any Wauamakers in this town, 
yet all who would contribute and help 
support with their mite, are equal to 
either one of them, as far as starting 
and supporting a public library. 


Now, Mr. Editor, as I believe you are 


the first one to bring this subject be- 
fore the public, you will pardon me lor 
making a few suggestions at this ear- 
ly date. Some think that no public 
enterprise can be gotten up without 
calling a town meeting. I think that 
three times out five such meetings 
prove a fizzle. 


Therefore, I suggest that you pre- 


pare a paper so that each one who is

Laughs At Senator Pettus' Humor- 


ous~Speech.*

Holdft Senator Beverldge Up To Ridicule 


The Democrat! Will Oppose the Na- 


val Appropriation BUI.

WASHINGTON, April 3.—The senate 


and all Washington are still laughing, 
and are likely to be for days to come, 
at the humorous speech of Senator 
Pettus, in which he held Senator Bev- 
eridge, a would-be Demosthenes, up to 
ridicule for his speech declaring his 
opposition to the Puerto Kican bill 
and his intention to vote for it. The 
senate and galleries were in a continu 
ous roar of laughter from the begin- 
ning to the end of the remarks of Sen- 
ator Pettns. After rubbing it in on 
Beveridge for charging all those who 
didn't agree with him with enmity to- 
ward the government, Mr. Pettus said: 
L'TKe government in his mind is— 


' 
4Me and my wife, 


My son John and his wife— 
Us four 
And no more." 


Mr. Pettus told this Biblical story at 
the close of his speech : "The Master 
once had to select a man to lead the 
children of Israel out of Egypt and 
through the wilderness to Canaan. He 
did not select an orator. Xo, he se- 
lected one of those wise men, and his 
name was Moses. And he was a stut- 
tering man, too. But MOSPS told his 
Master to His face that he could not 
do it, because he could not speak to 
the people, and what was the reply? 
'There is Aaron; he speaks well.' And 
they took Aaron along, not in com- 
mand, that was not allowed; but they 
took him along as a kind of deputy. 
And when Moses, on his Master's order, 
went up into the mountains for the 
tables the orator left in charge had a 
golden calf framed and he put all the 
people to worshiping the golden calf. 
More people worship the golden calf 
now than did in those days But while 
Aaron and his people were all down 
worshiping the golden calf the man 
of God appeared and he pulled out his 
sword and demanded to know 'who is 
on the Lord's side?' Then the orator 
lumped up from his knees, drew his 
sword and got on Moses' side and went 
to killing the Israelites along with 
Moses. All these orators will do the 
same thing'—the last one of them." 


Eepresentative Ehea, of Kentucky, 


made a rattling good speech at a mass 
meeting of Washington Democrats, in 
which he referred to Chairman Payne, 
the Eepublican house leader, as "the 
statesman with the one-night-stand 
state of mind," and to Eepresentative 
j-rosvenor, as the "garrulous gabbler 
from Ohio, who acts as a mouth-piece 
Cor the White House sphinx," After 
picturing various phases of adminis- 
tration wabbling, which he likened to 
the track of a snake, Mr. Rhea said : 
"Oh, manhood, where is thy shame ? 
Oh, MeKinley, where is thy blush ? 
Oh, MeKinley, you are the saddest 
.peetacle that ever rattled helplessly 
around in the seat filled by Washing- 
ton, JifEerson and Jackson, and which 
will be filled by Bryan. You are the 
pitiful creature of the trusts, the com- 
bines and the monopolies, which have 
made you, maintained you, and still 
feed you."

.tended over Puerto Eico and the 


Philippines, which he was compelled 
to suppress and then to write another 
taking exactly the opposite stand. 
This last opinion has been made the 
foundation for the whole Bepublican 
imperialistic programme and the sen- 
ate has just ordered three thousand 
additional copies of it to be printed. 
Eepresentative Richardson, the Dem- 
ocratic leader of the house, desiring to 
get at the truth, has offered a resolu- 
tion calling for copies of all the opin- 
ions written by Mr. Magoon. 


It is suspected that a desire to in- 


crease the Eepnblican campaign fund 
for this year is behind the announce- 
ment that the cabinet is considering 
the feasibility of recommending to 
congress a reduction of the war taxes, 
which are piling up a surplus in the 
treasury, in spite of the fact that the 
receipts from the Dingley tariff are 
many millions below the advance esti- 
mate of the Eepublicans. Without the 
war taxes there would have been a def- 
icit of more than $50,000,000, instead 
of a surplus considerably in excess of 
that amount. It is said that the brew- 
ers are being sounded as to their wil- 
lingness to contribute a proportionate 
amount to the Hanna corruption fund, 
if the administration will recommend 
a reduction of the beer tax to con- 
gress. 


The Democrats of the house will an- 


tagonize the naval appropriation bill 
as reported, on three grounds—armor- 
plate, construction of ships in govern- 
ment yards and the general extrava- 
gance of the bill, which carries S 
000,000, against 535,000,000 for the cur- 
rent fiscal year. The minority report 
favors the establishment of a govern- 
ment armor-plate plant.

The second stage of the war may in- 


deed prove very short; but if so it will 
not be due to strictly military consid- 
erations, but to the sensible decision 
to give up a hopeless resistance. Al- 
though so tiny a people, the Boers 
have already inflicted fearful punish- 
ment upon the great empire that is 
opposing them. Our readers will re- 
member that in the exchange of pre- 
dictions before the war began Eng- 
lish statesmen and English generals 
alike had taken the view that tbe 
march to Pretoria would be a prac- 
tically bloodless holiday picnic, while 
President Kruger's 
prediction was 


that if the English marched to Preto- 
ria they must expect to do it with the 
loss of 10,000 men. 
'What happened 


was that the Boera, by "ay of prelim- 
inary strategy, went over into Eng- 
lish territory to meet the enemy as he 
approached, with the result of inflic- 
ting a loss about equal to Kruger's 
prediction before the war had got as 
far as Transvaal territory. The Eng- 
lish rejoicing over Cronje's capture 
and the relief of Ladysmith and Kim- 
berley was so great last month that 
many readers of the newspapers were 
misled into supposing 
that these 


events were great victories in the mil- 
itary sense and that the war was vir- 
tually ended. It is not strange that 
the English relatives and friends 
of the 13,000 men of General White's 
army, who were on short rations and 
suffering from disease at Ladysmith, 
were overjoyed when the Boers gave 
up the siege and withdrew. 
But it 


should be borne in mind that from 
the strict military point of view the 
Boers had won most of the substantial 
points in the game. Their object had 
been simply to hold White's army in 
check at Ladysmith for the longest 
possible time, in order to put the Eng- 
lish to the heaviest possible cost in 
men and money by the attempt to re- 
lieve White—thus diverting the Eng- 
lish from their original plan of cam- 
paign.

British soldiers under General White 
and repeatedly repulsed a great army 
of relief under General Buller. Gen- 
eral Joubert, as chief in command of 
a body of undisciplined Boer farmers, 
had for months outwitted and out- 
fought about seven times as large a 
force of British troops led by famous 
generals, and had then retired in fair- 
ly good order and fighting trim, hav- 
ing inflicted greater losses upon the 
enemy than had been visited upon his 
men in return.—American Monthly 
Review of Reviews for April.

Natal by the British, his family moved 
from Natal and settled in the Trans- 
vaal. Soon afterward he became a 
burgher of the South African republic 
and a darinst fighter. It was claimed 
in his behalf that he could lead a body 
of men more successfully against hos- 
tile natives than any other man in the 
Transvaal. 
He came to be so feared 


by the natives that the knowledge 
that he was at the head of a punitive 
expedition usually resulted in their 
surrender. 


It was during these wars with the 


natives that Jrubert became acquaint- 
ed with Paul Kruger, and the two men 
became bosom friends. 
He was elect- 


ed vice-president of the Transvaal in 
1898, defeated Sir George Colley at 
Majuba Hill in 1S81 and acted as presi- 
dent of the republic in 1883-84, during 
Kruger's absence in Europe. 


General Jouberl was always in favor 


of the use of force instead of diplomacy, 
and President Kruger on several occa- 
sions had great difficulty in repressing 
his hot-headed colleague, notably in 
1879 when Joubert, with Kruger and 
Pretorius, was planning the rebellion 
to overthrow British rule in the Trans- 
vaal. The result was Majuba Hill and 
the practical independence of the 
Transvaal. 


It was Joub=rt who organized the 


army of the South African republic, 
later on dividing the country into sev- 
enteen military departments, and each 
of these departments into smaller di- 
visions, with commandments, field cor- 
nets and lieutenants of various ranks

"It is no exaggeration to say that 


the use of money is a test of character 
and a revelation of a man's nature," 
writes Ian Maclaren of "The Genteel 
Tramps in Our Churches," in the April 
Ladies' Home Journal.

bert was strongly in favor of their im- 
mediate execution. It was not until 
Joubc_rt and Ki-uger had been closeted 
together for a whole night that tbe 
more merciful counsels of Kruger pre- 
vailed. 


In spite of these characteristics Jon- 


bert, on some occasions, showed con- 
siderable regard for the usages of civ- 
iliz»tion.

1884, Joubart was probably the only 
prominent Boer who refused to support 
the movement and his opposition re- 
sulted in the withdrawal of the Boers 
from the territory seized, as he threat- 
ened to resign unless he had his way, 
saying:

and for tbe success of the work 1 bid 
them God-speed. 


One of the most interesting occur- 


rences of the past week was the sale of 
Angustin Daly's books, 
bric-a-brac, 


pictures, furniture, etc., etc. Very 
few people in tbe dramatic profession 
were aware of his possession of such a 
unique and interesting collection as 
came under the auctioneer's hammer 
last week. The result of the sale 
amounted to over 8135,000. The prices 
brought were not phenomenal, al- 
though the interest of the community 
was manifested by a desire to see, if 
not to buy, for Mr. Daly was not 
known as an art collector or an art 
possessor. He was more remarkable 
among his dramatic associates for his 
bad manners and his bad hats. He cer 
tainly was never dreamed of as an art 
collector and 
man of taste. But 


against that belief and decision he had 
a fair share of both. It is not known 
exactly how much the collection cost 
him, probably not less than 5250,000,or 
perhaps $300,000. To draw such a 
large sum as the profits of a small 
theater is marvelous and almost ex- 
ceeds belief.

The latter part 
of his sentence is correct, but the first 
clause is an indication that McKinley 
doesn't know imperialism when he 
sees it. No public man ever attempted 
to perpetrate a great wrong under its 
proper name.

McKinley may have some other 
name of imperialism, but, like a rose, 
under any other name it smells Just 
the same. 


The United States supreme court did 


the unexpected a few days ago in af- 
firming the constitutionality of the 
Texas anti-trust law.

Crop Conditions. 


The weather bureau, in its monthly 


review of weather crop conditions 
says: 


East of the Mississippi river, excep 


in the southern states, the season ha; 
been generally backward and unfavor 
able for farm work, with excessive 
rains in portions of the gulf states an 
heavy snows in portions of the lake 
region and New England. On the Pa 
cine slope and in the Rocky mountain 
districts exceptionally favorable con 
ditions have prevailed and farming op 
erations are progressing rapidly. 
Un 


favorable reports regarding winte 
wheat continue from Wisconsin, Mich 
igan, Ohio, Pennsylvania, New Jerse1 


and portions of Missouri, Illinois, In 
diana, Kentucky and Maryland; else 
where the crop looks favorable anc 
enters spring in excellent condition 
Outside of a limited area, in southern 
California, wiater wheat on the Pacif 
ic coast is well advanced and very 
promising. 
Some spring wheat ha 


been sown over the southern portion o 
the spring wheat region and also in 
Montana, where the season is unusu 
ally advanced. 


Corn is being planted in the southern 


states, some as far north as North 
Carolina 
In southern Texas the bull 


of the crop has been planted. Oat; 
are being sown in Kansas, Ohio anc 
Kentucky, and are coming up to gooc 
stands, in Qklahoma, Texas, Arkansas 
Tennessee, and Mississippi. Reports o 
winter killing of the fall crop are re 
ceived from Virginia and Georgia. Cot 
ton planting has begun over the south 
ern portion of the cotton region. The 
prospects for fruit are very favorable 
although peaches 
sustained some 


damage in Missouri, Arkansas, Illinois 
and Ohio. The soil is in good condi 
tion and considerable plowing has beet 
done in all except the most northerly 
sections, where frost still remains in 
the ground, and in portions of New 
Jersey, 
Maryland, West 
Virginia 


Tennessee and North Carolina, where 
this work has been delayed by we 
weather.
